OTTAWA.  May  14.— The  Canadian 
potatoe  will  be  saved  from  the  danger 
of  canker,  thr«atening  from  Europe.  If 
the  department  of  agriculture  can  save 
it.  Potatoe  canker  is  declared  by  tlie 
departmental  experts  to  be  the  most 
dreaded  of  the  potatoe  diseases,  being 
practically  Irradlcable.  It  stays  In  the 
soil  for  years.  It  Is  a  fungus  growth 
and  Is  very  prevalent  in  continental 
Europe,  and  in  England  where  it  has 
wrought  havoc  with  the  tuber  crops. 
The  disease  was  recently  discovered  lf| 
Canada  In  an  imported  3hlpmttftt.;^ftf,,|„,-,i 
European  potatoes,  and  the  eonatgnpUit 
was  destroyed  Instanter. 

Since  then  the  regulations  have  been 
amended  and  clrsulars  will  be  issued 
broadcast  Q'<if>r  the  Dominion  warning 
potatoe  planters  against  the  use  of 
seed  potatoes  from  Eurotie.  On  the  buy- 
ing of  their  seed  potatoes  they  are  re- 
Quired  to  obtain  a  certificate  that  the 
potatoes  are  not  diseased  and  are  not 
Imported  from  Europe.  The  new  regu- 
lations  will   be   rigidly   enforced.

necting with  the  terminals  must  of 
necessity  be  constructed. 

tA  the  conclusion  of  the  discussion 
a  resolutlbn,  proposed  by  Aldet-nian  Dll- 
worth  and  seconded  by  Alderman  Por- 
ter, was  unanimously  passed  that  a 
committee  of  fifteen,  selected  to  repre- 
sent every  section  of  the  city,  be  ap- 
pointed by  Mayer  Qeckwith  to  coniplle 
data  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  cost, 
preliminary  to  presenting  the  Dominion 
government  with,  a  petition  asking  tor 
the  erection  of  the  bridge. 

The  meeting  was  primarily  called  for 
James  Bay  residents,  but  was  attended 
by  residents  of  Vletbrla  West  also  and 
the  discussion,  was  almost  wholly  along 
general  lines.  Mayor  Beckwltb  occu- 
pied the  chair.  ■   . 

Mr.' Beaumont  Bto|f«  pointed  out  that 
the  plans  of  the  outer  harbor  develop- 
ment  scheme  as  suggested  in  the  re^ 
port  of  Mr.  l>btt}8  CtMkte,  the  Dominion 
governthent  engineer,  had  been  fully 
discussed  In  the  press.  Mr.  Costs  had 
pointed  out  the-  great  advantage — of 
railway  connection  between  the  rail- 
way terminals  and  the  harbor  works. 
Personally,  Mr.  Boggs  believed,  the  de- 
velopment of  the  outer  harbor  much 
more  important  than  that  of  the  inner 
harbor,  and  without  a  bridge  from 
Laurel  point  to  the  reserve  there  would 
be  little  use  of  terminals  on  the  re- 
serve.

Alderman  Porter  believed  the  federal 
government  should  build  the  bridge  in 
conjunction  with  the  proposed  harbor 
development  work,  as  with  the  opening 
of  the  Panama  canal  ocean  traftlc 
would  increase  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
He  urged  that  the  Dominion  govern- 
ment be   memorlellzed    to    that   end. 

Alderman  Dllworth  also  urged  the 
necessity  of  a  bridge  at  the  location 
suggested  to  round  out  the  scheme  of 
hprlinr  rlAvelopment.  A  bridge  auch  as 
would  not  interfere  with  the  shipping 
interests  using  inner  harbor  termlnii 
could  easily  be  erected.  Millions  were 
being  spent  at  eastern  ports  by  the 
Dominion  go  vernment,  and  "Victoria 
should  receive  Its  full  share  of  money 
devoted   for   such   purposes. 

Senotor  Macdonald  pointed  out  that 
some  concrete  scheme  should  be  pre- 
pared before  the  government  was  ap- 
proached.

They  were 
talking  aibout  the  New  Westminster 
bank  robbery,  and  I  said:  "I'd  like  to 
see  them  get  the  man  that  murdered 
Urquhart.

It  is  the 
intention  of  the  chief  to  merely  con- 
struct a  bridle  path  In  the  first  In- 
stance, but  later  on  when  the  plan  for 
the,  development  of  the  park  matures 
the  path  will  be  extended  into  a  motor 
road,  built  up  of  the  best  niaterlals. 
and  capable  of  comparison  with  tlie 
best   roadi^.  Id   the  M:o«tntry.

This,  of  course,  will  be  the  first  road 
into  the  park,  -and  necessarily  a  great 
deal  depends  upon  Its  successful  lo- 
cation. Mr.  Thomson  has  so  In- 
s-tructed  his  party -pf  road  finders  that 
It  will  be  their  oibjcet  to  locate  a  route 
endowed  hot  merely  with  th*  grade 
advantages  attendajit  tipon  oratflftry 
thoroughfares,  but  with  the  additional

The  immense  growth  in  the  demand 
for  power  has  forced  the  company  to 
take  this  step,  and  the  original  plant, 
oara'^le  "f  dovploplng  6000  horse  power 
and  which  the  company  believed  would 
be  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands  for 
two  or  three  years,  must  be  Immedi- 
ately Increased  to  permit  of  another 
6000    horse    power    being    developed. 

To  do  this,  another  unit  is  being  In- 
sUUed  and  will.  It  Is  expected,  answer 
all  purposes  for  a  few  years.  The 
growth  of  Iho  city,  however,  and  the 
remarkable  increase  In  the  demand  for 
power  for  all  purposes  has  Jieen  such 
tliat  still  further  increases  In  plant  are 
expected..  The  ultimate  capacity  of 
the  plant  will  be  from  24.000  to  30.000 
horse  power,  provision  having  been 
made  for  the  installation  of  units  as 
the  necessity  arises. 

Mr.  A,  T.  Ooward  stated  yesterday 
thataome  idea  of  the  immense  increase 
in  the  demand  for  power  during  the 
past  year  could  be  gained  from  the  fact 
that  last  month  the  power  used  was 
Just  three  times^  what  it  was  in  the 
same  month  a  year  ago.  a  result  wholly 
unexpected  by  the  company.  At  pres- 
ent the  company  is  using  the  Jordan 
River  plant  up  to  its  one  unit  capacity. 
When  the  new  unit  Is  installed  and  fall 
rains  give  a  more  adequate  supply  of 
water  the  addition  will  be  available. 
The'  company  is  also  taking  power 
from  Ooldetream,  Its  source  of  supply 
prior  to  the  installation  of  the  plant 
at  Jordan  river. 

In  addition  to  the  Improvements  be- 
ing made  at  Jordan  riv«r,  extensive  al- 
terations are  being  made^  to  the  steam 
IKtwer  plant  on  Store  Stfeet,  which  is 
being  made  absolutely  fireproof  as 
well  as  being  added  to  to  accommo- 
date the  extra  machinery  needed  when 
the  addition  to  the  Jordam  River  es- 
tablishment is  completed,  these  altera- 
tions costing  in  the  neighborhood  of 
126,000. 

To  carry  the  Increased  Idad  which 
will  be  had  when  the  new  unit  Is  In- 
stalled it  is  nioessary  to  double  up  the 
insulators  on  the  transmission  line 
from. Jordan  river  to  Victoria^  and  this 
work  has  been  In  progress  on  tho  last 
two  Sunday.1.  a  large  gang  of  men  be-

MANY  RESOLUTIONS 

BY  iim 


Local  Federation  of  Women's 
Societies  Discuss  Topics  of 
Interest  to  the  Community 
—Health  and  Morals 


The  second  ,day  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Local  Council  of  W-omen ' 
was  marked. by  continued  Interest.  Sev- 
eral valuable  reports  were  read.  The 
discussion  on  these  and  on  the  resolu- 
tions, was  earnest,  animated  and  con- 
ducted   in   the   best   spirit. 

Mrs.  K  Mitchell's  report  on  the  equal 
moral  standard  was  carefully  prepared 
and  ILitsned  to  with  niicb  bttentlon. 
It  WM  adopted,  thouffh  It  was  evident 
tliat  aooie .  «£  tHe°  iBemb«r»  p|^s^t  dtd 
firot«»reo  that  the  best  p]«n  of  deai- 
Injc  with  a  very  eerlous  menace  to 
society  had  been  found.  Mrs.  Gordon 
pointed  thla  out  In  a  short  but  very 
forcible  speech. 

The  followinar  resolution  was  moved 
by  Mrs.  Andrews  and  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Johnson  of   Bromanuel   Baptist   church: 

"Whereas  there  are  good  reason  for 
believing  that  the  practice  of  polygamy 
In  quite  prevalent  amongst  certain 
Chinese  residents  of  thi*  city,  and  also 
that  young  Chinese  girls  are  held  In 
slavery  amongst  these  people;  there- 
fore be  It  resolved,  that  the  govern- 
ment of  Canada  be  asked  to  cause  a 
thorough  Investigation  to  be  made  Into 
both  these  matters,  and  If  these  prac- 
tices ar«  found  to  prevail  to  take  Im- 
mediate steps  to  wipe  out  every  ves- 
tige   of   slavery    that    may    be    found    to 


eatst  in  our  midst,  alee  to  amend  the 
immigration  laws  if  necessary,  in  order 
that  the  government  nvay  have  the 
power  to  deport  as  undesirables  all 
those  Chinese,  with  their  wives  and 
children,  found  to  be  living  In  violation 
of  the  laws  of  the  country  with  respect 
ITi   nolygamniiB   marrtagA." 

Mrs.  Andrews  stated  that  there  was 
no  doubt  whatever  that  the  statements 
made  in  the  preamble  to  the  resolution 
were  true.  Mrs.  MoPhillips  doubted  if  it 
was  possible  to  impose  upon  Orientals 
the  ethics  of  Christianity.  Ttiie  only 
remedy  lay  In  exclusion.  This  was 
agreed  with  by  Mrs.  Hanington.  The 
resolution  passed  with  another  request- 
ing that  copies  be  sent  to  Hon.  Martin 
Burrell,  Mr.  O.  H.  Barnard,  M.P..  and 
Mr.  H.  H.  Stevens,  M.P. '  of  Vancouver. 

^A  resolution  of  the  Victoria.  Woman's 
Literary  society  advocating  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  Doukhobors  from  British 
Columbia  on  the  ground  that  they  ra* 
fused  to  obciy  the  laws  of  the  coun- 
try, gave  rise  to  a  warm  debate.  It  was 
advocated  by  Mrs.  Oordon  and  Mrs. 
Hanington  and  opposed  by  Mrs.  Brad- 
siiaw.  Miss  Lawson,  Mrs.  Day,  Mrs. 
Jenkins,  Mrs. ,  DpipJd  and  Mrs.  An- 
drews. It  was  deftoted,  ohiefly  on  the 
ground  that  no  immigrants  admitted  in- 
to Canada  could  be  prevented  from 
moving  from  one  province  to  an- 
other. 

HaWBbojra  and  ausaaavan 

-  Mrs.  Jenkins  spoke  eloquently  in  sup- 
poft  of  the  foUoWing  resolution,  pro- 
posed by  the  ladlas'  guild  of  the  Metro- 
politan chdrch,  and  was  seconded  by 
Mrs.   Siddall: 

"Whereas  past  attempts  on  the  part 
of  the  Local  ^nnoU  of  Women  on  be- 
half of  the  newitboys  of  this  city  and 
those  employed  in  the  district  messen- 
ger service  have  proved  futile;  be  it 
resolved,  that  we  renew  our  efforts  to 
get  existing  conditions  remedied,  and 
ttiat  the  authorities  be  approached  with 
a  view  to  regulating  the  hours  of  sale 
and  restricting  the  age  of  the  boys 
thus  employed." 

The  resolution  was  passed  unanl- 
moucrly-.and  Mrs.  JenMns,  Mrs.  Wlllls- 
croft  and  Mrs.  Siddall  appointed  A 
committee  to  bring  the  matter  to  the 
immediate  attention  of  the  city  coun» 
ell.  ■■''.. 

(Mrs.  Jenkins,  the  convenor  of  the 
national  <!bniimtttee  on  education, 
presented  an  exceedingly^  full  report 
of  tbo  state  of  ptiblic  education  in 
Victoria,  which  was  adopted  with 
coin>pMmentary  remarks  ^om  ,  the 
president  and  others.

Mrs.  A.  T.  Watt  read  a  very  full 
account  of  the  work  that  Is  being  done 
by  the  government  of  this  province 
for  the  women  of  the  farming  com- 
munltios. 

Mrs.  Ilasell  made  an  eloquent  plea 
In  8upi)ort  of  the  following  resolution, 
siiowlag  what  the  women's  hoSiiltal 
sucietles  hud  done  in  the  pasi  and  out- 
lining the  campaign  for  raising  the 
funds  for  a  new  hospital:  "Whereas 
the  provision  of  a  new  and  up-to-datu 
hospital  has  become  necessary  to  the 
needs  of  the  population  and  the  de- 
m'anda  of  modern  science;  be  it  re- 
solved that  this  council  endorse  and 
give  its  earnest  support  to  the  cam- 
paign about  to  be  Inaugurated  (with 
the  consent  and  assistance  of  thi-  di- 
rectors) by  the  Women's  .Auxiliary 
society  and  the  Daughters  of  Pity,  to

Mrs.  Oordon  bore  te&itlmony  to  the 
goodness  and  kindness  of  everyone 
connected  with  the  Jubilee  hospital, 
and  pointed  out  that  in  a  city  of  55.- 
000  the  public  hospital  could  only  sup- 
ply 90  (beds.

Methodist  church:  "Whereas  the  prac- 
tice of  throwing  dice  and  other  games
